Brady, watched over the woman 
Two men pushed open the door 
leading from tne corridor Id the 
room in which the patient. Mrs 
Edna Walsh, was sitting. Dr Brady 
aas on the point of returning to 
his other office when the men ap­ 
peared 
One of the men carried a revolver 
which he pointed at Dr 
Brady, 
saying. "We've got you now. 
Canman Fires Twice. 
The dentist cried “Don't!'* and 
reached out to grab the gun muz­ 
zle 
The gunman fired and Dr 
Brady fell Another shot was fired 
Into his body as he lay on the floor, 
hud the killer said;
